The average man is not aware that a new county has just been 


added to the thirty-seven counjies in the State of California. In 
accordance with an act of the last Legislature, the- county of Imperial 
has been organized out of a portion of the territory of San Diego.

British cabinet during the past few days it is evidently the determina- 
tion of the Campbell-Bannerman ministry to force the issue pending 
j-with the House of Lords which claims equal legislative rights %tith 
the House of Commons. The program of the ministry is to repkss 
'•11 bills which have received the approval of the Commons and been 


1 subsequently rejected by the Lords and making the subject an issue 
at the next general election, if the upper house persists in its course. 
If the people then return a government majority to represent them 
in the Commons, the Lords will have to admit their subordination 
to the popular branch of Parliament and quit their obstructive tactics 
to popular legislation, or submit to such drastic reformatory remedies 
as the lower house may apply at the dictation of the government. 
The theory of the status of the House of Lords is that it acts as a 
conservative balance wheel in the machinery of the British govern- 
ment as the representative of the British aristocracy and the entailed 
interests in the United Kingdom. It admittedly contains many of the 
brainiest men in the country, some of whom are descended from a 
long line of intellectual ancestors, but there are mediocre elements 
in its membership which tend to impair its usefulness and against 
iwhich the growing spirit of democracy is in open revolt, for these

Federal Judge in North Carolina 


Rate Case Upholds Jurisdic- 


tion of His Court. 
i 


ABBEVILLE, N. C., Aug. 27. — A \ 


decision of Federal Judge Pritchard 
In the rate case of the Southern Rail- 
way against the State ,^ Corporation 
Commissioners and Attorney General 
of North Carolina, announced today, 
upholds the Jurisdiction of Pritch- 
ard's court in the issuance of recent 
injunctions agafnst the State's officials 
during the railroad rate controversy, 
and declares the suit is not one 
against the State within the meaning 
of the eleventh amendment to the 
Federal constitution. 


That amendment prohibits the Fed- 


eral judicial power from extending 
to suits brought against a state by a' 
citizen of any state. vJudge Pritchard 
holds that the State Legislature can- 
not so frame an enactment as to de- 
prive any citizen of the right vouch- 
safed him by the Federal constitu- 
tion, and does not possess the pow- 


• "to deprive this court of its juris- 


diction, and the sooner those ques- 
tions are definitely determined 
the 


better for all concerned." His deci- 
sion says:
